The proposition for the election of 


United States senators by popular 
vote has no doubt been embalmed on 
the files of a committee room to mum- 
mify there in the usual manner that 
so many other measures do. The 
amendment offered by Senator Depew 
providing "that the qualifications of 
citizens entitled to vote for United 
States senators and representatives in 
congress should be uniform in all the 
states" evidently has put an end to 
that measure, for the present at least. 
As stated earlier in this column the 
popular vote proposal was never par- 
ticularly strong in the senate and 
probably will not be in a long time. 
The democrats had shown some inter- 
est in it and certain leaders of that 
party urged solid support as a good 
card to play in connection with the 
next 
presidential 
campaign. 
But 


none of them had taken into account 
a maneuver like Senator Depew's, 
bringing manhood suffrage with the 
change and giving congress power to 
legislate and provide for registration, 
conduct of such elections and the cer- 
tification of the result. The demo- 
crats might have been glad to have 
the people vote directly for senators, 
but not in numbers in the southern 
states larger than ate now admitted 
to the polls. Here was the slicker, 
and it was the exact object of the 
amendment. To enlarge the elector- 
ate down there is too large a price to 
pay for anything. And as the senate 
committee on privileges and clectioiu 
refused to report the amended .sena 
torial suffrage resolution favorably or 
unfavorably, hence that, in 
effect 


tables the matter. The following ed 
iorial on this important question i 
pertinent: 


"Since the agitation of tlii.-s ques- 


tion first brgan 
and indeed as the 


result of it—.in easy method has been 
discovered, and in some of the states 
is being applied, for obtaining a pou- 
ular expression on this important 
subject without amending the Consti- 
tution.

V. llensterof Milwaukee, but 


Tlie Incubator. 


There is still much prejudice against 


the use of incubators, but, as a rule, it 
exists only with those who have had 
no experience only wilh tho machines 
lirst manufactured, 
and 
which, 
of 


course, were faulty. When it is consid- 
ered that it would require the services 
of seven hens to hatch 1(10 clucks, or 
rather to cover 100 eggs, it is plain to 
see that1 the food for these seven hens 
would cost more than I he oil to run the 
incubator, while, the time required Cor 
cat-ing for the hens Is 
much greater 


than caring for the Incubator. 


For the beginner the smaUor incuba- 


tors are to 
lie preferred, and 
they 


should bo handled strictly according to 
the instructions that come with the ma- 
chines until the operator loams from 
experience what changes to make. 


If one intends to go into the poultry 


business lo make it pay, an. incubator 
and brooder are absolutely essential. 
A.s suggested, buy a machine of small 
capacity, not to exceed 100-ogg capac- 
ity, but soe that Jt is of a roliablo make. 
This machine will answer all purposus 
tlie first year, and the next season one 
•will be sufficiently experienced to oper- 
ate on a larger scale.

Friday afternoon a larger number of 
the prominent personages of that 
body were to be seen in their respect- 
ive seats than is usually found togeth- 
er at one time- In fact the galaxy 
was quite complete. There was the 
debonnaire Depew of Xew York with 
his gracious and gallant smiles: there 
was~ the shrewd political organizer, 
Marcus Aloazo Hamilton, with the 
cane that is bis constant companion. 
and let it be said here from personal 
observation that although Senater 
Har.ua is seldom heard ic speech or 
collocay he :s one of the most atten- 
tive listeners in the senate: there was 
the renowned constitutional authority 
and avowed majority leader, John C. 
Spooner. of our own state; there were 
the familiar faces of Allison. Hoar 
and Vest, whose combined services in 
congress cover a period of nearly one 
hundred years; there was Tom Platt 
of Xew "York, feeble in body but 
strong in mind, Morgan of Alabama, 
CuUoxn of Illinois. Foraker of Ohio, 
Hale of Maine, Proctor of Vermont, 
Rawlins of Utah, Stewart of Xevada, 
Teller of Colorado, Dubois of Idaho. 
Dolliver of Iowa, Patterson of Colo- 
rado, Gallinger of Xew -Hampshire, 
Pettus of Alabama, Aldrich of Rhode 
Island. McComas of Maryland. Fair- 
banks of Indiana and other shining 
lights of legislation; there was Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts with 
the tight curls and scholarly -bearing; 
Albert J. Beveride, child of the sen- 
ate, 
always and forever prancing from 


seat to seat like the little tot in the 
big station, strutting with air of a 
modern Zophar that all the gallery- 
gods might have full and frequent 
feasting"bf their eyes upon this min- 
iature of a great man from Indiana: 
and the valiant young Bailey of 
Texas, the other boy "distingue" In 
this venerable organization, hand- 
some of face, an Apollo in frame, not 
so restless as Beveridge, but a statu- 
esque poser and a graceful attudin- 
Izer for he who looks. There they 
were, ail of them, and we pointed 
them out one by one to the inquiring 
tourist stranger at our left.

that every democrat In the senate for- 
sook his seat rather than lend approval 
to the remarks by his presence. And 
only yesterday did Senator Foraker 
tarn the prong of 
the 
pitchfork 


sharplv" when he said that no doubt 
all tpeople recognized the ability of 
the senator from South Carolina and 
his felicity of expression, but hardly 
anybody approved of his discretion. 
And so Senator Wellington of Mary- 
land, by hasty and offensive person- 
ality has set himself up as a promon- 
tory of attraction for the curious 
though a practical outcast in ais own 
circles, disregarded and lightly es- 
teemed by friend aad foe. The sub- 
stance and the shadow, all these ha\-e 
their kinds of prominence even in the 
senate of the United States. 


The proposition for the election of 


United States senators by popular 
vote has no doubt been embalmed on 
the files of a committee room to snurn- 
mify there la the usual maaner that 
so many other measures do. The 
amendment oifered by Senator Depew 
providing ''that the qualifications; of 
citizens entitled to vote for United 
States senators and representatives In 
congress should be uniform ia all the 
states" evidently has put an end to 
that measure, for the present at teast- 
As stated earlier in this column the 
popular vote proposal was never par- 
ticularly strong In the senate and 
probably w:U riot be In a long time. 
The democrats had shown some inter- 
est ia it and certain leaders of that 
party urged solid support as a good 
card to play Ia connection with the 
next presidential campaign. 
Bat 


noae of tbeia had taken into account 
a maneuver like Senator Depew's. 
bringing maahood suffrage with the 
change aad giving congress power to 
legislate and provide for registration, 
coaduct of such elections and the cer- 
tification of the result. The demo- 
crats might have been glad to have 
the people vote directly for senators. 
bat aot Ia numbers in the southern 
states larger thaa are aow admitted 
to the polls. Here was the sticker. 
aad it was the exact object of the 
amendment. To enlarge the elector- 
ate down there is too large a price to 
pay for anything- And as the senate 
committee on privileges and elections 
refused to report the asneaded sena- 
torial suffrage resolution favorably or 
unfavorably. hence that, in effect. 
tables the matter. The following edi- 
iorisl 0:1 this Important que~.t;o!!

"Since the agnation of this ques- 


tion first began — and indeed as the 
result of It — «•-« easy method has been 
discovered, anc In sojne of the states 
Is being applied, for obtaining a poo- 
ular expression oa this Important 
subject without amending the Consti- 
tution. It was applied only the past 
week, indeed. Ia Illinois. For months 
republican aspirants for the seat in 
the se'aate now occupied by Mr. Mason 
had been canvassing the state in sup- 
port of their claims, aad May 8th the 
republican party ia state convention 
made a choice. This will operate in 
caseof republican success at the polls 
as Instruction to the legislature. Mr. 
Hopkins will be elected without any 
delay. And why should not the dem- 
ocrats copy this procedure? Such a 
course would make plain sailing for 
them in case of their success at the 
polls, and render, however the case 
may go in Illinois next Xovember, a 
scandal or obstruction before the leg- 
islature in the matter of the senator- 
ship impossible. 


"So far as the use of -money is con- 


cerned in contests of this kind, that, 
unfortunately, cannot be prevented. 
Money has been freely used in many 


contests before state legislatures, arid 
it can be as freely used "in contests 
before the people. The elimination 
of that evil may not be hoped for 
uutil public sentiment has been edu- 
cated up to a very much more aggres- 
sive pitch than is now manifest in our 
affairs. The point is to make the 
legislature in such matters simply the 
agent to formally register the popu- 
lar will as already expressed at the 
polls, leaving it at full liberty after- 
ward to devote its whole time to the 
duties of lawmakiag'. 


'•Ia order to obtain practically all 


that is desirable and essential In the 
premises it is not necessary therefore 
to amend the Constitution. T^he party 
organizations have the whole case ia 
their haads, and if the people will 
but bring pressure to bear on the 
party managers, the people's choice 
as to senators |raay easily and dir- 
ectly enough be obtained at the poll."

And 1 would recommend 
that-Y-OU appoint an inspector whose 
duty it shall be to inspect all new 
work before water is turned on and all 
the fixtures now in service at least 
once a quarter as it would pay the 
city well for what, it would cost bv 
stopage of leakage and waste. 
There seems to be a general desire 
on the part of the patrons to nave the 
spring water turned int«; the mains as 
soon as possible which we expect to do 
by the 1-Jth of June next.

The Incubator. 


There is still much prejudice against 


the use of incubators, but. as a rule, it 
exists only -with those "who have had 
no experience only v.-ith the machines 
lirst manufactured, and tviiicn. of 
course, were faulty. When it is consid- 
ered that it would require the services 
of seven liens to hatch 100. chicks, or 
rather to cover 100 eggs, it is plain to 
see riiat" the food for these seven hens 
•would, cost more than the oil to run. the 
incubator, -while the time required for 
caring for the bens is mueii greater 
than, caring for the incubator. 


For the beginner the smaller incuba- 


tors are to be preferred, and they 
should be handled strictiy according to 
the instructions that come -with the ma- 
chines tmtil the operator learns from 
experience -what changes to make. 


If one intends to go Jnto the poultry 


business to make it pay. an. incubator 
and brooder are absolutely essentiaL 
As suggested, buy a machine of small 
capacity, not to exceed iGO-egg capac- 
ity, but see tbat_Ic is of a reliable make. 
This machine -will answer all purposes 
tbe first year, and the next season one 
•will be sufficiently experienced to oper- 
ate on a larger scale-

When buying an animal ia order to 


improve the live stock Nothing will be 
gained in so doing unless the animal 
is much superior to the stock that is 
to be Improved. 


The soil should be cleaned around 


the trunks of trees. Piles 6f rubbish, 
dead grass, stones or other accumula- 
tions afford harboring,places for in- 
sects. Washing the trees with, strong 
soapsuds and giving them thick coats 
of whitewash not only add to the ap- 
pearance of an orchard, but also ben- 
efit the trees. It may be done several 
times during the year. 


The cutworm often destroys whole 


fields of corn, compelling replanting, 
which makes the crop late and less 
able to stand dry \veatuer. Hie corn 
land should be plowed deep and left 
rough, so as to permit the frost to en- 
ter. 
When cutworms are exposed to 


alternate thawing and freezing weath- 
er many will be destroyed, though cold 
•without dampness may not injure 
them. 


The location of bee hives during 


summer is important. 
Bees do not 


work contentedly in a hive that Is ex- 
posed to the sua. During midday, 
when the temperature of the atmos- 
phere is high, work within the hive, 
such as comb-building, must be sus- 
pended, as the heat Is then too great 
for comfort, especially as the bodies 
of the little workers also give off con- 
siderable warmth. 


Plow the garden location deep and 


work it well with the harrow until the 
ground is very fine. One-half the la- 
bor will be saved if this is done, as 
the laying off of the rows and the cov- 
ering of the seed can only be done 
well when the ground is fine. For a 
small garden there- is no tool so serv- 
iceable as a steel hand rake, as it can 
be used not only for making the soil 
fine, but also for ^destroying young 
weeds.
